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Says He Killed Dixon To Save 
His Own Life 


THAT HE STRUCK FIRST BLOW

Baid That Mrs. Dixon Forced Him to- 


Deed—Made Threats Against 
His Life—The Arguments 
Began Yesterday 
Afternoon. 


Tennille. Ga., September 20.—(Special.)— 
The trial of Jerry Walden was resumed 
this morning;—W. G. Raines, brother of 
Mrs. Dixon, testified that when he went 
to the house he questioned both Walden 
and the woman, and they denied any 
knowledge of the murder of Dixon. He 
traced footprints from the house to the 
road. Walden went part of the way. 
Fresh tracks were seen which the de- 
fendant said were old ones. Raines found 
the ax with which the deed was com- 
mitted. | 

Others testified similarly, in substance, 
on this point. Bill Williams identified 
the ax found as the property of the mur- 
dered woman. 

Clerk Anthony, of Johnson 
court, began the story of the confession 
of Walden. Said he went to Walden’s 
¢ell and told him he was in a hole. Wal- 
den asked what the woman had been tell- 
ing. Anthony said, “She told me you 
killed her husband with the ax I showed 
you yesterday.” ‘‘Well,”’ said Walden, 
‘we agreed to say nothing. Now I will 
tell it all.’’ 

Attorney Cooper asked that the’ con- 
fession be excluded. 

Walden was sent into the reception room 
and argument began. Cooper said the 
confession was not free and voluntary, 
and planted his case on the decision of 
Justice White, of the United States su- 
preme court. 

Judge Evans admitted the confession 
under 91st Georgia. 

Walden confessed, Anthony said, that 
he had been intimate with Mrs. Dixon, 
who had asked him to kill her husband. 
He refused, she insisted, and brought him 
the ax. He struck the first blow. She 
did the rest. Walden, at the woman's 
bidding, threw the ax inta the woods af- 
ter committing the crime. They were to 
have eloped. 

President Woodward, of Nannie Lou 
Warthen institute, swore that Walden 
made in substance a similar confession 
te. himself and Editor McNally at the de- 
pot at.Tennille. 

-Details. of the criminality between the 
defendant and the woman are absolutely 
shocking. Dr. T. L. Harris swore that 
Dixon died from seven almost indescriba- 
ble wounds on the head and body. 

Walden’s statement is a remarkable 
one. The Dixon woman had complete 
control over him and compelled him to 
yield to her sinful desires. “July 7th, when 
Dixon was coming through the woods 
from the fleld to the house, she gave 
Walden a shotgun and told him to shoot 
Dixon, as nobody would ever know who 
did it. 

The night of the murder Mrs, Dixon 
went to Walden’s bed. She had an ax. 
She told Walden that Dixon was asleep, 
and said: “If you don’t kill him, I will 
kill you,” and that he did not want to 
do it. 

“Gentlemen,” said Walden, ‘“‘she went 
to Dixon’s bed with me; I struck the first 
blow and shé did the rest.” 

Attorney Cooper announced his _posi- 
tion—Walden had to kill Dixon to save his 
own life, as he could not otherwise es- 
cape from the woman. Arguments began 
at 4 o'clock.

THE PUTNAM SUPERIOR COURT 


It Adjourns After Disposing of Very 
Light Docket. 


Eatonton, Ga., September 20.—(Special.) 
After three days’ work the superior court 
for Putnam county, Ocmulgee_ circuit, 
with Judge John C. Hart presiding and 
Solicitor General Gray Lewis, finished 
its labors yesterday evening. Very little 
business, comparatively, was transact- 
ed, for the reason that the docket was 
about the smallest this county has had 
in many years. With the exception of a 
few misdemeanor cases, the criminal 
docket was nothing. The grand jury was 
organized by the election of Hon. George 
W. Adams as foreman. This body had 
an unusually small amount of work be- 


fore it. 

Two vacancies in the board of county 
commissioners of roads and revenues were 
filed by the grand .jury. Mr. Robert 
Young was elected to fill the vacancy 
caused by the expiration of the term of 
office of Mr. W. H. Hearn and Dr. E. 
Y. Walker that of Mr. K. D. Little. It 
will he remembered that Mr. Little, on 
account of the failure of his eyesight, 
resigned some time since, and Mr. J. 
G. Spivey was elected by the board to 
fill his unexpired term. The old com- 
missioners have passed through some try- 
ing times during their administration, 
but they have always proven equal to the 
every emergency. They have done much 
good and lasting work for the country, 
notably among which is the great im- 
provement made in our county roads, 
which cannot be excelled and which ars 
‘yearly improving under the present sys- 
tem. The grand jury spoke in the high- 
est terms of the retiring members of the 
board, 

In his charge Judge Hart spoke in 
terms plain and to ‘the point of the 
county’s great need of a suitable’ court- 
house—one convenient, properly ventilat- 
ed and lighted; one adapted to the busi- 
ness and up to date, and that comports 
‘with the dignity and standing of the 
county.

CITY WILL ISSUE BONDS 


Authorization of the Legislature Is 
Necessary—The State Auditor’s 
Force Engaged on Report. 
Other Alabama 
News. 


Birmingham, Ala., September 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The city council, at a meeting last 
night, finally determined to erect a new 
$200,000 city \hall and to build three new 
public school buildings at a cost of $50,- 
000, provided the legislature authorizes 
the issuance of bonds for that amount. 
It is thought that the authorization will 
be forthcoming and meanwhile prepara- 
tions will go forward for the erection 
of the new buildings, arrangements hav- 
ing already been made to place the bonds 
when they are issued. The new city hall 
will be on the site of the present one at 
Fourth avenue and Nineteenth _ street. 
Tenants in the old hall and market will 
be required to move out by November 
Ist» The city council also confirmed a 
consolidation of all outstanding’ street 
railway franchises, all of which are now 
held by the Birmingham Railway and 
Electric Company, which owns all the 
street car lines in the city. The only new 
provision is that transfers shall be pro- 
vided in the 5-cent fare district within 
two years. 

State Auditor’s Report. 

Montgomery, Ala., September 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The auditor's office force is now 
engaged on the report required to be filed 
by the Ist of October and to be in the 
hands of the printer within ten days 
thereafter. Auditor White, who has 
made an exceptionally fine officer, has 
added a new feature in this respect, 
showing, at a glance, a comparative 
statement of the state’s receipts and dis- 
bursements for the past year. The state- 
ment will show how the state has spent 
its money since the year 1892 up to date. 
The auditor will have the warrants made 
out and mailed to every confederate 
pensioner by the first day of October, 
and the best part of it is that they will 
receive about double what they did last 
year. These warrants can be cashed 
anywhere in or out of the state and are 
good in the payment of taxes.

Colonel Lee Mullins, democratic nomi- 
nee for representative; Hon. Carter Tate, 
congressman and congressional nominee 
for re-election from this district; Hon. 
John D. Attaway, county school commis- 
sioner,-and others, all of whom are do- 
ing some good work. The democratic 
outlook is exceedingly bright and en- 
couraging in Cherokee.

The Board of Health. 

The following members of the board of 
health were interviewed in regard to the 
Plan of Captain Enelish.

Board of Police Commissioners. 


Members of the board of police ecom- 
missioners gave the following views: 

W. O. JONES—I really haven't given 
the matter very much attention, for I be- 
lieve the council will be perfectly able to 
take care of our public schools. There 
are excellent men already in the race for 
council and men whom I believe wi!] be 
ready .and willing to give the schools 
every needed attention. If a member of 
council chooses to donate his salary to 
the school fund he can do so just as any 
other citizen donates money to such 
causes. But I believe members council 
should be paid for their servi@és and it 
is with them whether they give it away. 
As I said, I think there is already 
enough good material from which the 
people can pick the very best of council 
members. I have no fear about. the 
schools not being taken care of. 

W. H. PATTERSON-—I have all 
belleved the school children would be 
amply provided for. If a set of men 
should be elected to council and they saw 
fit fo let their salaries go toward the 
schooj]s I don’t see how any objection 
could be raised. There are plenty of good 
men, I have no doubt, who would run for 
council and serve if elected without pay, 
but some of these men would not go into 
a scramble for the office. The plan sug- 
gested by Captain English is a good one. 
But there will be other ways of taking 
care of the schools and if we elect gd0od 
councilmen who draw their salaries they 
will be able to make our schools large 
enough to accommodate all the children. 

GEORGE E. JOHNSON—The plan looks 
feasible enough and if all the council 
members should decide to surrender their 
salaries there would be no doubt, as Cap- 
tain English says, about the schools re- 
ceiving the benefit of $5,000 more. The 
law has fixed a salary for members of 
council and whoever is elected will be en- 
titled to-that salary until the law is 
changed. If those elected decide to give 
wp their salaries it will be a very praise- 
worthy act, as would a similar donation 
of $600 from any other citizen. The salary 
belongs to them and a surrender of it 
would be nothing less than an out and out 
donation. What we want is good counclil- 
men and men who are able to take care 
of al] departments of the city govern- 
bent. salary or no salary, and such men 
if elected can see to it that the schools 
are provided for. 

W. H. BROTHERTON-—I think the 
members of council should be paid for 
their services. If a councilman is active 
and wide awake he must devote at least 
one-third of his time to the public busi- 
ness. I wouldn’t. have a position in coun- 
cil for $2,000 a year, for it would cost n@ 
more than that. If a councilman wants 
to give his salary back to the city he 
can do so and I would see no objection in 
his:doing so. The best council] members 
are not always found among thosé w ito 
are able to give their time. for nothings 
There are other ways to raise money for 
the schools and the council can do it.* 

The Grady Hospital. 

The following members of the board 
of trustees of the Grady hospital were 
interviewed: 

R. F. MADDOX-—I don't know whether 
the plan is practicable or not, but if it is, 
it is a very good one. The compensation 
is small and it seems to me that it would 
be no inducement for a man to serve 
as a member of council. It is a very 
utopian idea and I would like to see it 
done. I think council should supply the 
money necessary to accommodate these

some fund, I would like to see members 
serve without compensation. The salary 
is nominal, only $300 a year, and the 
very best men in the city could be se- 
cured to administer the affairs without 
any salary. Most of them would be glad 
to serve. Other branches of the city 
government, such as the board of police 
commissioners, the board of health, the 
board of education, are composed of the 
very best citizens and they do not re- 
ceive any salary. 

CAPTAIN R. J. LOWRY—Bless your 
soul, I've always been in favor of just 
such a plan. None of these city boards 
get any salary. There ought to be pa- 
triotism enough to make men want to 
serve the city for nothing. The compen- 
sation is small, but lots of men seek the 
office solely for the salary. Let every 
man serve without compensation and 
have no loaves and fishes to give out 
and everything will be right. All of the 
different wards ought to get together and 
nominate a good man for themselves and 
not let any ward vote on another. Let it 
be home rule, The Constitution is cer- 
tainly on the right line in this matter. 
Plenty of our very best men would serve 
gladly, and for nothing. I would. 


GEORGE 8S. LOWNDES—TI can’t say I 
approve of the plan. I do not’ think 
money ought to be taken from individuals 
to maintain any city institution. I am 
heartily in favor of the public schools 
and their maintenance, but I don’t feel 
that it would be just to members of 
_counctl and other officials to donate 
| their salary for the benefit of the masses. 
| The receive benefits from the 
| Schools and should therefore contribute to 
their maintenance. I think we could get 
| better councilmen if no salary was at- 
| tached to the office, but when a man 
| does get a salary I do not think it ought 
to be pulled from him to support public 
schools. 


R. D, SPALDING—I think the plan pro- 
posed by Captain English has merit in 
it. If it could be carried out as he sug- 
gests, and good men could be secured as 
councilmen and the fund donated to the 
schools, I should say do it. 
| E. W. MARTIN—There are plenty of 
| patriotic, intelligent and capable citizens 
who would gladly, for the love they have 
for the city, serve it without salary 
where it would redound to the benefit of 
the entire municipality, espectally when 
it is the ease of benefiting the many 
children who are Kept out of the schools 
'for the lack of means; and the citizens 
who would thus serve without salary or 
compensation would be as equally quali- 
fied as any others and would, in my 
| opinion, give as good service in the mu- 
| nicipal government. We cannot afford to 
'have any of the children of the city 
kept out of the schools where it is possi- 
ble to prevent it. 


Carnegie Trustees Talk. 


The following members of the board of 
trustees of the Carnegie library were 
asked to express an opinion relative to 
Captain English's proposition that mem- 
i bers of the city council should receive 
no compénsation for their services until 
the situation in the public schools is re- 
lieved. The members of this board are 
not paid for their services: 

EUGENE M. MITCHELL: “The plan 
proposed by Captain English is a good 
one. Atlanta surely has plenty of patri- 
otic citizens who would serve without 
salary. If there were no salaries attach- 
ed to the office of councilman and alder- 
man these positions would be on an av- 
erage filled by a better class of men. Dr. 
Shaw, in his interesting book on ‘‘Munic- 
ipal Government in Great Britain,’’ com- 
ments on the fact that the British coun- 
cilmen serve without pay, and give the 
best municipal government in the world. 
The man who is unwilling to serve with- 
out a salary has no business in council. 
Certainly the man who wants the posi- 
tian for the $25 a month is not worthy of 
belng elected. He is a fit subject to be 
controlled by influences antagonistic to 
the people’s interests. Our administra- 
tive boards without pay and give 
excellent service, many of their members 
giving up more of their time than do 
members of council. To say the least, it 
would be well temporarily to have coun- 
cil members serve without salary so that 
the money saved can be devoted to the 
public schools.”’ 

F. J. PAXON: “I thoroughly indorse 
the wise suggestions of Captain English 
in today's Constitution, and think the 
plan of having the councilmen and alder- 
men of the city of Atlanta serving with- 
out pay or compensation of any kind a 
move along the right line. If I mistake 
not, in England the members of all boards 
of every description serve without sal- 
ary, as do also the members of the house 
of commons. The man who from careful 
attention to his own private affairs, has 
amassed sufficient wealth to enable him 
to serve the city for the public good is un- 
questionably the very best type of man 
to have in our council to expend the 
city moneys and to properly legislate. 
Such a man having made a success of 
his own business, and being thoroughly 
acquainted with the technique of bus- 
iness life in all its varied phases, is 
thereby thoroughly equipped to take hold 
of the city affairs, not as a green hand 
learning the ropes, but as a man fully 
qualified by past experience in his own 
business, and such a man would be able 
to serve the city and its interests with- 
out compensation. I[ would not for an 
instant discriminate against the socalled 
‘laboring element,’ ALL HONOR TO 
THEM, but they could not afford to ac- 
cept aecity office without salaries, and 
as a rule they lack the necessary train- 
ing. Hence L am in hopes that our cham- 
ber of commerce and Business Men's 
League will take hold of the matter at 
once and present to the public a business 
men's ticket to be voted for at the com- 
ing primary, of nen who would be will- 
ing to make a sacrifice of their business to 
attend the city’s good, and TO SERVE 
WITHOUT COMPENSATION.” 

A. A. MEYER: “It occurs to be that 
the suggestion of Captain English is 
feasible, and I heartily approve of it. 
Positions in the city council are places 
of honor, and it is of far more impor- 
tance that each child in the city should 
have an opportunity of attending school 
than that members of council should re- 
ceive compensation for their services. I 
believe that some of the gentlemen who 
are now candidates would be willing to 
serve and allow their salaries to be placed 
in the school fund. Generally, I do not 
consider that anyone should perform la- 
bor without receiving proper compensa- 
tion therefor, but citizens, after receiv- 
ing the honor which an election implies, 
should be willing to give their time freely 
in aid of this exceedingly worthy object. 
No one, I think, will deny that the per- 
sonnel of the city boards for tne past few 
years has been equal to that of the coun- 
cils, and the members of these boards 
have given faithful service to the city 
without any compensation whatever. The 
value of education cannot be overesti- 
mated. The lack of it unfits the person 
for every duty of citizenship. Let every 
child be taught in the schools, and if the 
money necessary for this purpose can- 
not be had other than from the salaries 
of councilmen and aldermen, then let 
these gentlemen undertake their duties 
for the same compensation as is now re- 
ceived by their fellow officials upon the 
city boards.”’ 

DARWIN G. JONES—"I heartily and 
unqualifiedly approve of Captain Eng- 
lish’s proposition. I have long believed 
‘that this was the best way to get the 
right kind of men.’’ 

W. M. KELLY—‘‘The suggestion made 
by Captain English is the best one I have 
heard made. If Atlanta could set the 
pace in getting men to serve without 
salary in the general council of the city, 
it would be a great step forward. The

Georgia will be represented by a com- 
mission of nine veterans appointed by 
Governor Candler yesterday afternoon 
and possibly bv the chief executive him- 
self, who, while not a member of the 
commission, is expected to accompany 
the Georgia delegation to Chickamauga. 

The commission from this state is com- 
posed of Georgians who took part in the 
battle and who are able to locate the 
positions of the different Georeia regi- 
ments while the battie was in progress. 
Captain Evan P. Howell, of this city, 
has been named by the governor as the 
chairman of the commission and with him 
are associated prominent veterans from 
different parts of the state. 

The station taken by each regiment 
during the battle has been marked with a 
tablet. This work has been carried on 
under the sdirectton of a commission fully 
prepared for the task and if any mistakes 
are pointed out by the visiting veterans it 
is probable that they will be found im- 
material. 

The park authorities, however, have 
signified their willingness to correct any 
error that may have been made in the 
arrangement of the tablets, 

Georgia had more regiments in the bat- 
tle of Chickamauga than any other south- 
ern state and for that reason the sur- 
viving veterans are interested in having 
the positions of the different Georgia 
commands clearly defined. 

The order issued by Governor Candler 
yesterday appointing the commission is 
as follows: | 

“State of Georgia, Executive Office, At- 
lanta, September 20, 1900—General H. V. 
Boynton, chairman of the Chickamauga 
and Chattanooga National Park commis 
sion, having advised me that ‘arrange- 
ments have been completed for the in- 
spection ofthe historical work on the 
Chickamauga and Chattanooga National 
Military Park’ on Tuesday, Wednesday 
and Thursday, October 9th, 10th and I1th, 
1900, for the purpose of examining the 
tablets on the monuments erected on the 
seven historic battie flelds embraced in 
the park project and ‘eorrecting any er- 
rors in the monumental inscriptions,’ and 
having invited me to have the state of 
Georgia, ‘which had so prominent a part 
in the battles of 1863.about Chattanooga,’ 
represented on that occasion, I hereby 
arpoint the following officers, who fought 
in these battles, to represent this state 
and request that they attend on the days 
named and aid the commission in the 
patriotic work: 

“Captain Evan P. Howell, of Fulton 
county; Captain Joseph B. Cumming, of 
Richmord county; Captain Heman H. 
Perry, of Burke county; Captain T. L. 
Massenberg, of Bibb county; Captain

If 
the present members of council and those 
to be elected within the next two years 
choose to turn their salaries into the 
publie schcol fund it will show a splendid 
generosity and public spirit on their part 
that will deserve every bit of praise we 
can give them.’’ 

PROFBSSOR W. M. SLATON—‘'I do 
not approve of Captain English’s plan 
except as a last. resort, though we should 
like very much to have the money that 
his proposition, if adopted, would bring 
into the school fund. I do not entirely 
dislike the plan proposed by Captain Eng- 
lish, but I have a plan of my own that 
Il consider much better. 

“As much as I should like to see the 
schools get the money, | cannot approve 
of such a plan of raising money. Il do 
not see why councilmen should not be 
paid for their services as well as any 
other public officials. They deserve some- 
thing for the work they perform." 

Other Prominent Citizens. 

J. K. ORR: I consider Mr. English’s 
suggestion an admirable one. In regard 
to the school situation [ think tnat if 
those who are abie would send their 
children to private schools, a large num- 
ber of pocr children would be given ac- 
commodaticn in the public schovis. 

CHARLES CURRIER: Captain English 
has made a capital suggesuun, While IL 
have not had an opportunity of giving the 
matter careful comsideration, yet I iccl 
confident that there are many cilizens in 
Atlanta who would feel it an honor to 
serve the city without pay. Aidermen 
and councilmeng in many other citics 
throughout the country are not puid 
salaries, and the plan _seems to work wezl. 

MORRIS RICH: The idea is en ex- 
cellent one. There ought to be plenty of 
mInen in Atlanta who would serve ia ihe 
council without ever considering salary 
The present situat.on in the schools is a 
serious one, and something should be dune 
to solve it satisfactorily. The amount 
which Captain English estimates would be 
saved on salaries to councilmen, whiie¢ 
comparatively amall, would do 1auch to 
prepare additional accommodation for the 
school children. 

JOSEPH HIRSCH: I think the sus- 
gestion made by Captain English in The 
Constitution is along the ht line. I am 
heartily in favor of the idea that coun- 
cilmen and aldermen serve the city with- 
out compensation. Certainly, if I was a

Many of the second year pupils are also 
without seats, as the number promoted 
from the first grades Jast term was too 
great to be accommodated, in addition to 
the new applicants. Some arrangements 
will be made whereby these pupils can be 
seated. 

No plans have as yet been made for the 
scating of the applicants. No room is 
available in any of the schoois and the 
time consumed in building an iunnex 
vould be too great, as it would tend to 
keep the pupils out of school many weeks 
longer.

If 
there is no reformatory then the people 
can look to those who are responsibi¢ 
for the institution not being established. 
This makes seven boys I have sent to 
the Tower this week, and [| will keep on 
sending them as long as they come into 
my court. No judge of any court could 
think of turning such boys loose when 
accused of such crimes. I used to send 
a few of them to the stockade, but it 
was only for a month and did more harm 
than good.’’ 

Yesterday afternoon Fred Bailey, aged 
éleven years, was sent to the Tower for 
larceny after trust. 


Will Reformatory Be Established? 


The recorder and thea police appear to 
be acting on the theory that the county 
commissioners will speedily establish a 
reformatory for juvenile criminals and 
all such gharacters are being taken into 
the recorder’s court and bound over. 

“We are getting the bad boys off the 
streets and by so doing,” stated a police 
officer yesterday, “we are performing 
a duty which is of great benefit to the 
public. Boys who begin to burglarize 
stores and residences when they are not 
eleven years of age will be the worst 
sort of criminals when they grow older 
if something is not done to check such 
a career.’’ 

The three boy burglars were transferred 
to the Tower last night and now there 
are eight boy criminals in the Tower, 
two of whom have already been sentenced 
to the penitentiary.

LIPPOLD MORTGAGE 
IS A FIRST LIEN 


Interesting Case Deciden in Superior 
Court Yesterday. 


THE DEFENDANT GETS $2,500 


Trial Revolved Around Old Venable 
Place in West End. 


THREE MORTGAGES HAD BEEN GIVEN 


Lippold Held One, and When Other 
Two Were Canceled He Set About 
Foreclosing on Property. 


There are few prettier homes in Atlanta 
than the old Venable place on Gordon 
street in West End. The house, which is 
a@ commodious modern structure of sev- 
eral stories, sits back from the street in 
a beautiful grove of fine oaks. The lawn 
is luxuriant and inviting both winter and 
summer. 

And the place has quite a court history, 
which was recatlied to mind yesterday 
when a jury in the superior court return- 
ed a verdict in the case of John J. Wood- 
side et al., against Charles G. Lippold 
et al., in which it was decided tnat the 
mortgage which Lippold held against the 
place was a first len on the property, The 
verdict will not affect the present owner 
of the property, but the American Trust 
and Banking Company, which came into 
possession of the place some years ago, 
will be called upon to pay Lippold about 
$2,500. 

The history of the case is as complicated 
as itis interesting. It seems that on Feb- 
ruary 26, 1892, Mrs. Ellen Venable, the 
original owner of the place, borrowed $19,- 
000 from the American Trust and Banking 
Company. In order to secure this amount 
a mortgage was given on the nrfoperty. 
On the day following $2,000 was borrowed 
from George E. Skinner and a similar 
mortgage given him to secure payment. 

Subsequently the Skinner mor’gage 
came into possession of the American 
Trust and Banking Company. In Decem- 
ber, 1893, Mrs. Venable, it avpears, 
a third mortgage to secure $1,592 to the 
Empire State bank. This was the in- 
stitution in which the late Banker J. R. 
Tolleson was interested. This mortgage 
was assigned and transferred in writing 
to Charles G. Lippod on the day after 
it was made to the Empire State bank. 

According to the court papers it seems 
that Mrs, Venable was unable to meet 
the two mortgages held by the American 
Trust and Banking Company, and so on 
March 158, 1896, she executed to that com- 
pany a warranty deed to the West End 
place. It was recited that this was done 
in consideration of $14,582.28. For about 
a year the trust company was the holder 
of the property and then sold it to John 
J. Woodside. 

Mr. Woodside employed an attorney to 
look into the titles and that gentleman 
while investigating the matter came 
across the records of the two mortgagees— 
one for $10,000 and the other for $2,000. He 
declined to consummate the deal until the 
mortgages were canceled. This was done 
and he paid over the amount asked fcr 
the place. This was $17,500. 


Contemplated a Foreclosure, 


Then Mr. “Wippo!d came into the case. 
On Cctober 19, 1897, a rule nisi was taken 
in the superior court by him to foreclose 
the mortgage originally given to the Em- 
pire State bank, but. which had come into 
his possession in 1893. Immediately a pe- 
tition In the name of John J. Woodside 
and others was filed in the same court 
asking that this contemplated fdre- 
closure be enjoined. 

“A temporary restraining order was is- 
sued by the court. At the preliminary 
hearing which occurred later the judge 
presiding decided that there was suffi- 
cient in the claims of those opposing the 
fareclosure to submit the case to a jury. 

In Janvary of this year the first trial of 
the case was had. The jury then brought 
in a verdict in favor of John J, Woodside 
et al., deciding that the cancellation 
the two mortgages be set aside and that 
they be still considered a (first lien 
against the property superior to the Lip- 
pold mortgage. 

Lippold had contended that when the 
mortgages were canceled, his being the 
only one outstanding, must nec®ssarily* 
be a first Hen. The other side declared 
that the two mortgages had been can- 
celed by mistake, as it was the under- 
standing that Lippold had not econtem- 
plated pressing his mortgage. 

Three firms of lawyers, Ellis & Ellis, 
Gray, Brown & Randolph and smith & 
Wright, represented the plaintiffs, while 
Attorney Charles A. Read appeured fer 
Mr. Lippold. Mr. Read made a hard fight 
for his clHent, and being dissatisfied with 
the verdict appealed for a new trial. This 
Was granted and on last Tuesday the 
case was called up before Judge J. H. 
Lumpkin for a second trial. For two 
days the court was occupied with the 
case, which finally went to ‘the fury 
Wednesday afternoon. 

A verdict wag rendered that evening, 
but it was sealed and was not announ2ed 
in court until yesterday morning. The 
finding of the jury was in favor of Mr. 
Lippold and means that his mortgage is 
considered a first jien, the other two hav- 
ing been canceled , and the American 
Trust and Banking Company, having 
sold the property to John J. Woodside 
and guaranteed the title, must pay to Lip- 
pold the sum of $2,500. 

The present owner of the old Venable 
piace is Sheriff John W. Nelms. He 
bought it from Mr. Woodside some time 
ago, paying $18,000 for it. Both he and 
Mr, Woodside were not affected in any 
way by the verdict of the jury.
